There must be special per- 
mission, from the Wilmington Chief of 
Police and the Wilmington Chief of 
the Fire Department. The State DPW 
must approve and adequate notice 
must be made, in the local 
newspaper, the engineers said. 

It was at ‘this point in the discussion 
that Wilmington’s Town Manager, 
Sterling Morris, made the comment 
that there were 20,000 vehicles a day, 
on route 38. The engineers added that 
some of those vehicles are very heavy 
trucks. 

When the construction is finished, 
along Route 38, the contractor will be 
required to put in a temporary 
paving.
